BRITISH BUDGET: GIVEN GENERAL SATISPAC- 
. TION, 
Thore are two sides and many parties in the 


opinion about the Budget ji the Lobby on. 
April 10th, . Liberals and Congervatives, Tariff 
Reformers and Free Fooders, received it with 
a chorns of approval. Although o number 
of Unionists, reprosonting middle-class con- 
stitnencies, would have welcomed a reduction 
of the: incomo-tax, it was gonerally agreed that 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer had mode the 
best posible uso of the resources at his disposal, 
and that the now financial arr mgomonts, were 
hased on sound and equitable principlos. Every- 
body ndmitted that it was not a dissolution 
; Budget, and a well-known Conservative declarod 
in his enthusiasm that. be now believed the 
prosent Government would be able te romain 
in powor until noxt year, when they would take 
at least threepence off the income-tax aud then 
appeal to the country. Mr. Ritchie, the preds- 
cessor in offlee of “Mr. Austen Chamberlain, 
conceived that there wonld be no diftioulty in 
golting tho Bndget through, although he indi- 
vidually felt that the pavers of income-tax had 
somo ground of complaint, Viscount Gesclien, 
who heard the Budget speech from the Peers? 
Gallery, regarded the proposal respecting the 
Sinking Fund with especial favour. Sir Edward 
Spasoon had no doubt that the reduetion of the 
tox anty would be a boon to the poorest of the 
poor af howc-and an nomixed blessing to India 
and Coylon, Mr. Chaplin and Six Cuthbert 
Quilter considered thatthe Budget whs framed 
on the highest and purest principles. Finally, 
Mr, Lloyd- George avowed that all. on tho Lib- 
eral side of the House were frankly delighted 
with the simple proposals of the holder of the 
national purse, :

“THE HORRORS OF WAK. 


Baron Kaneko, addressing » New York meet- 
ing on behalf of the widows and orphaus of the 
Juponexe soldiers, moved the women in the 
audience to tears by his doseriptien of the 
unexompted hardships endured by his fellow- 
countrymen ut the front daring the past winter. 
He spoke of men sleeping on the frozen ground 
with thermometer 30deg below zero, of wounded 
litorally syept to’ death by terrific blizzards, 
which tore across the iey plains of Manchuria. 
Tho Emporor of Japan, when he heard of these 
terrible sufferings, was tora to the heart by the 
thought of his soldiers’ misery, and ordered that 
no fire should be lighted again in the palace 
until the war was over, ” We will not be warm 
until oar soldiers are warm too,” hegaid. Baron 
Kaueko declared that tho Russians had violated 
every principle of humanity, brokon every article 
of the Geneva Convention, outraged every maxim 
‘of decency. They -dragged 20) Japancse 
prisoners throogh the streots of Mukden for 
thirteen hours as @ spectacle itiviting the 
derision of the Chinese populace. They were 
wounded prisoners, because ne Japanese with. 
blood. and breath t fight over surrendered. 
Japan from the beginning to the end had 
observed every rule of civilised warfare ond 
huwasity. “We have,” continued Baron 
Kaneko “90,000 Russian prisoners in Jupan. 
.Thesa men are well housed, wannly clothed, fed 
with fresh meat avd vegetables, surrounded 
with kindness uud respect. Their parests, their 
wires and families are allowed to come dud live 
near them, and every facility is afforded to 
make life possible in our country for tbis horde 
of strangers and foes, We hve lost, alas, close 
upon a hundred thousand lives in this most 
holy war. We are prepared: to sacrifice not 
only o hundred thousand more, but ten. hundred 
thousand, and another million after that, to 
sustain avd vindicate the undoubted rights of 
our people.” Baron Kaneko's speech und his 
earnestness created o profound impression. 


COMMERCIAL PRINCIPLES. 


We tako the following law report from the 
Caloutta Stateaman of April 11th:—Before Mr. 
Justices Bodilly, at the High Court yesterday, 
Mr. Garth appeared for the pluintiffs in the 
soit of Messrs, Ctrossmun and Co, x. H. Black- 
Wurn, and stated that this suit was brought hy 
the members of the firm of Messrs. Grossman 
and Co. against H. P.’ Blackbarn, on assistant 
in that firm, who had left the firm in breach of 
his agreement and had joined Messrs. Mitchell 
Bardsley und_Co., to_whem: he had disclosed 
the business secrets of Messrs. Grossman and 
Co. Tho defendant; for whom Mr. Dunne. 
appeared, having tendered an’ apology which 
Mr.. Garth read to the Court, the plaintiffs 
consented to withdraw the suit, each. part; 
paying. their own costs. Tho following is 
the apclogy:—" I, Henry Patrick Blackburn, 
the-dofondant-above-nimed,-sdmit that I aho: 
not have loft the service of the plaintiffs, Messra. 
Grossman & Co., a3 E did, and that I should not 
have used, to the extent which I have admitted 
thut I did, information acquired by.me whilst 
in thot service in connection with the business 
of my. presont employers, Messrs. Mitchell 
Bardsley & Co, I hereby apologise to Mess:s. 
Grossman & Co,-for those breaches on my 
part of my contract of service and us my 
regret for having been guilty of them. I also 
unreservedly withdraw oll charges made by 
me against them.” The Court directed the 
apology to be filed and made on ‘order 
accordingly. 


COLONIAL INVESTMENTS AND 
f INCOME-TAX. : 


The council of the Reysl Colonial Institute 
recently addressed. o letter to the’ Colonial 
Secretary on the subject of the hardships arising: 
out of the lery within the Empire of double 
income-tax on the same incame, and pointed out 
that they were constantly receiving strong 
protests uguinst the existing system, the efiuct 
of which wasto place British Colonieson a similar 
footing to foreign countries. The council con- 
tended that the fact that a colonial investment 
in many cases exposed the lender to uduplication 
of income-tax as well as other forms of taxation 
was calunluted to turn the scale against such a 
form of investment und to hamper business 
generally. They suggested ‘that the whole 
question cou!d with advantage ferm the sntject 
of some detulled form of inguiry, 30 as to useer- 
tain thy extent to which such duplication oecurs 
‘under the pre-ent laws, and what practical steps 
could be taken to avoid such duplication in-the 
future The following reply has been received: 
— Colonial Office, April 14,1905.  Sir—Mr. 
Lyttelton desires mv to acknowledge the receipt 
ot your communication of the 11th inst., which 
will receive Lis most careful attention. I have

JAPANESE SELZURES JUSTIFIED. 
Tho Times of April 15th says;—Advices from 
Japan to-day givo thy reasons why the Japanese 
Appeal Courts have confiscated the British coul 
steamers Hosetey, Lethington, and Oakley. it 
was held that the coal cargoes wero lawful 
prizes,.as they were being carriod to a Russion 
‘military port (Vladivostock), . The versely were 
condemued on the ground that the captains had 
taken out false clearance papers and that the 
owners must be beld responsib.e for the action 
of their captains. It was, I undorstand, con- 
tendod on behalf of the captains that they. could 
not have taken out clearance pupers at Hong- 
keng ond Simnghai for Viaiivoxtock as the 
authorities there could not grant them. So far 
at least aa these coal steamers are concerned no 
impartial person seriourly doubts that the 
Japanese have beon fully justified in condemn- 
ing them.
